Now the University of Hong- 
kong Alumnt Association in 
North Malaya is appealing to 
the Federation Gavernment to 
amend. the ccuntry's laws and 
recognise the ‘architectural de- 
greea aworded by the university, 

“Those Jaws wore made long 
before independence,” Mr Na 
Kam-leong, president of ‘tha 
association, sald at the annual 
reumion . dinner recently in 
Penang. 

At that time, he said. ao 
constant flow of qualified men 
from Britain could be expected 
to come to Malaya. 

“But now the picture {is dif-~ 
ferent,” Mr Ng sald. 

“Tho  Gcvernment = should 
modify the law se that architec-' 
tural graduates of the Hongkong 
‘University avill be allowed to 
practise, cspeclolly as we tre 
net yet producing architects in 
cur own University of Malaya.” 

Mr Ng said Hongkong Univer- 
sity had provided many coun- 
trics in Southeast Asia with large 
numbers of educationists, 
economists, doctors, cngincers 
and scientists. 


“Malaya has had a good share 
of the benofits from the Hong- 
kong University.

Shortly after they set out they 
ran into a storm that lasted 10 
days without o Iet-up. 

“Huge waves continually 
crashed over the pint-sized craft 
day and night,” Boye told a 
reporter, © . 

"It was amazing how we 
stayed affoat, It was just Jike 
one dig nightmare. It’s hard to 
describe to somebody how It 
fecls to continually be wet and 
freezing cold night and day.” 

How about siecp? 

“Virtually none. I was never 
really asleep or awoke In the 
whole time, 

“It was more Mke being in a 
coma. You'd cover yoursélt up! 
in cold wot clothes, dalf doze off 
— ond then a wave would trash 
over you. 

“After a while I got ‘used to 
it but it was hard at first” 

And {f there weren't hazards 
from the weather they would 
come from the sca. 

“We saw every kind of sea 
life there was with the exception 
of sharks, but we had enough 
trouble with other king of life. 

“We were in continual ‘danger 
of elng tipped over by the 
dozens of whales and sca lions 


that we would come across cdn- 
tinually. 

“It was bit frightening to have 
these, ‘huge monaters sidle up to 
the craft and givo it a playtul 
nudge.
